eret his Lofs. Neither doth this feem at all im- 
probal le, in a Man, who had fo greata Share of 
Venity, even upon Death-Bed, that he ask’d 
his Friends, who were around him, whcther he 
had play’d bis Part well? And, upon their tefti- 
fy ng their Apprcbation, in the ftrongeft Terms, 
Tine plaudite, {ays he, that is, Then clap your Lands, 
in Tok ‘on of your Applaufe ; foon after which he ex- 
pired, 

In cffect, if it was with this View Augu/fus 
chofe Tiberius, and we fce no great Caule to doubt 
it, every one muft own, he fuccec eded in his De- 
fin to a Miracle; for, tho’ the former was him- 
{lf an artful and fubsde Tyrant, and cyen in his 
own Nature crucl, as is evident from the great 





Quantity of Blood * fhed, and as indeed all Cow-' 


vxds are; yet, when compared with the latter, he 

isa mild and merciful Prince 5 efpecially after he 
had put a Stop to his Proferiptions, and after hav- 
ing had Recourfe to Severity in vain, in or rder to 
jccure himfelf from Confpiracies, he was prevailed 
upon, by the prudent Livia, to try what Effect 
Lenity would have, as he accordingly did, in the 
Cafe (if we miftake not) of Cinna. 

Upon the Whole, taking it for granted, that 
this was the Occafion of the Advancement of J7- 
berius to the Empire, it muft be confefs’d, he ow’d 
his Greatnefs, to his utter Unfitnefs for fuch a Dig- 
nity ; for, that Auguflus, who was as great a Po- 
litician, and as good a Judge of Mankind, as any 
one of the Age wherein he lived, was no Stranger 
to the cnormous Vices of his Succellor, is not by 
any Means to be queftioncd. 

Now could we fufpect fome Perfons, who are 
known ftill to have too great an Afcendant over 
their R---] M——_eer, (and who, confequently, 
may be reafonably prefumed to have had fome In- 
fiuence over Affairs, bebind the Curtain, of late 
Years) Could we fufpeét them, we. fay, of ever con- 
fulting antient Hiftory, we fhould be apt to believe 
they had newly been reading the abovementioned 
Paflage, w hen they advifed the Pr-m-t--on of cer- 
tuin Rewecades, who feem to owe their Pr-f-rm-nt, 
as the [ ndersakes AMdutes did in the Puncrat, to 
their ear inent VM Vorthleffne]s. 

But, we fonclem, it maysbe objected, that thefe 
very Men, as worthlefs us we now affcét to re- 
prefent them, when in Pl-ce, were drawn in quite 
different Colours by us, when out of Power ; 
that they were then Patriots, Men of great. Ho- 
NOU, To th, and Abilities, the only Perfons whom 
the People could fa/ely truff, and what not? Up- 
on whi ch we nny be wk’d, with an Air of Tri- 
umph, what has transformed the’c Gentlemen fo 
fuddenly, and in fo fhort a Time, that they fhould 
now be de ctibed as fuch worthlet Creatures? 


To this we anfwer very calmly, that very Cir- 
cumitance, (of their having been bighly trujfied, 
and rely’d oan by the Pué lic, and having db ifely aod 
perfidioufly | betray'd that Truft, and abufed the Co 
fidence — in them,) is what aggravates thet 
Guilt to the | "ee Degree; and muft fink them, in 
the Opinion of all Men of Senfe, and Honefly, be- 
low the moft defpicable ct the Populace. Let them 
boaft then of their having fuece/sfully deceived the 
People, and zmpos’d upon the Public; let them 
laugh, if they pleafe, at all thole who elieved their 
manifold Profeffions of Love io their Country, and a 
public Spirit ; let them hug themfelves on Account 
of their new Acgutfitians and Grandeur 5 let them 
go on to skreen the grand Corruptor, and defeat as! 
the Meafures taken to bring him to ‘/wflice: Ina 
Word, let them pride theimfelves in their Perfidy, 
and glory in their Infamy; no thinking Alan will 

envy them what they have /o dearly purchafe d; the 
Time may come, when their own Eyes may bi 
opened, tho’, like the Marquis of Wrarten’s Pup 
pies, it may ‘be too date; the Cries of an injured 
Nation may reach them, when they are not aware 
of it; and then they will heartily with they had 
acted a quite different Part,

as will hardly ever be removed, and as may be 
more effeétual to fubvert our Conttit ution, than 
even Corruption itfelf could otherwife have been: 
For, what can be more natural, than for the Elec- 
tors to arguc thus; we have been deceived, and be- 
tray’d, THOSE, Of whom we had before the 
higheft Opinion, BY THOSE who were Perfons of 
affiuent. Fortunes, and, confequent'y, might be pre- 
fumed to have been above Temptation; whom can 
we hereafter truft? It is plain every one will be 
bribed, it he can get his Price 5 we are Fools then, 
if we don’t follow the Pattern fet us by our Sv- 
periours, (not our Betters,) maxe Hay whilft 
the Sun fbines, and -/ell our Kotes tothe bef Pur- 
chafer, aiter their Example. 

It will be very natural, we fay, for the E!c&tors 
to argue thus; nay, it will be well, if thei Re- 
fentment for their late provoking Difappointments, 
and fome other Meafures fubfeguent t! rereto, does

his is far from being imap acticable, for who 
could prevent it? ‘The Yiwo Hevfes of themielves 
could not; the Cresun, it is to be prefumed, we uld 
not, for that would be acting contrary to its own 
Intercft ; and the Army, which is dependent on the 
Crown, would certainly follow its Directions, and, 
confequently, would fupport the People in this 


Detivn. Ve fhould, therefore, advife fome Per- 
fons, ferioufly to refleQ upon this, before they ex- 
o/perate an injured Nation woo far, loading titem 


with Barthens heavier than they can bear, We 
would alto repamnpege it to the greatefl P--rs, and 
P--]--t-s to confider, thould the Commons, in ther 
collective Bolly, refolve to pire woth their Powar 
of giving Money (the only ‘Thing that makes the 
c hing of Parliaments abfolucely neceffavy) and 
velt it in the Crown, what all their own Privileges 
would be worth; their Lidertiesand 1 spertiesy “it 
not ther Lives, would be at .the Meyey of the 
Prince, as much as that of the mang? Peafint,; 
nay, the richer they were, the more. in Danger 
would they be of being oppre fied and. plunde red ; 
It would, therefore, be came us all to remember, 
that our Interefls are mutually interwoven with each 
other 5 aud that the Run ot the one, would natu- 
rally and infalidly diaw after it that of all the 
Reft. Phe Rich, and Gay, and Great, we fear, 
do not fufficiently attend to this; they can hardiy 
believe they have any “Thiog in Common with the 
Canaille, as the Prem Nobility infolent!y affedt 
to call all who are below them; though, we pop 
conlefs, we think it almoft as civil a ‘Term a 
that of Sturdy Beggars. ‘They who wallow iy ? 
fluence, and Gran. lent’, will not allow chemfelves to 
reflect, there can be any poflible Connexion, be- 
tween themicives, and a Set of Men, whom they 
hardly look upon to be of the fame Species with 
themfelves ; it is a Circumftance too mortifying to 
their Pride and Vanity, to fuffer it to make ayy 
Impre fion on their Minds; and ihey would ima- 
gine, it brought them down too much upon a level, 
with thofe whom they depife, if they don’t even 
go farther, and heartily hate them. 

One would think, however, that ali they, who 
have had a liberal Fducation, and have been con- 
verfant in ancient Hiltory, as it is to be prefuined 


and hoped, (notwithftanding the great Increafe of 


Jrenchifyd Coxcombs, and petit Maitres, amongtt 
us, of late Years) moft Gentlemen of Fortune and 
Dittinétion flill ares; one would think, we fay, 
that all fuch fhould know better; and that the 
memorable Fable of Adenenus Agrippa, whereby 
he prevailed on the mutinous Phebasans of Rome, 
who had withdrawn from thence, in a Pury, to 
Mons Sacer, to return to the City, and illuilrated 
the mutual Dependance of the feveral Orsders of 
the Commonwealth on each other, by comparing 
them to the feveral Members of the human Body 
fhould have taughe t them this ufeful, Leflon un Pe

kable and fhocking Evept, may confult Ado/e/wor td's Li 
tory of Denmarh 
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fpelal. Nay, af there bs any among them ot fuch 
tender and deheate Conitiumons, that their fond 
Mothers would not ht glen pore over their Books, 
left ehey fhould / are yet, or make their 
theads ach, yet if they have ever look’d into that 
olete old faphiai'd Work the Bible, they might 
have Jeasnt trom thence, that the Aye can’t fay to 
the Hani, | have no nerd of thee, nox yet the Head 
to the Jot, Lhave no need of thee. Phadrus, in- 
deed, (it we miftake not) whe was never reckon- 
ed a Fool, carries the, Maxim yet tarther 5 and 
fhews, in his Fable ot the Reet/e and the Eagle, 
that itis very danpersus, even for the Strange/f, out- 
ragiaufly to infudt auld oppress, the meane/t Indivi- 
dual, tho’ protected by Jove himfclf. 

Having mentioned this Fable of Phadrus, we 
can't help obferving, that we belteve there ts a fine 
Picce of fecret Tfiiry couch’d under it; and that, 
had we the Key thereto, it would appear in a 
more beautiful Light to us, than it does at prefent. 
For Inftance, as it is well known that the Eagle 
was reckoned a Bird facred to ‘fupiter, and the 
Bearer of his Thunder, what could be a more apt 
and proper Type of a Prime Minifter? And as 
the Beetle isa pror helpless Infeét, it is no improper 
Symbol of one of the Commonalty, who not hav- 
ing either Power, or Wealth, is liable to be mm 
fulted and oppreffed, not only by a Prime Miniter, 
but by every amperious and tyrannic rich Man, nay 
even by cvery littl fack tn an Office, who may 
take a Fancy to ufe him ill. 

To return to the Fable, the Eagle then having 
gricvoufly injured the Beetle, (in what Manner we 
cannot now exa@ly remember) as thinking herfelt 
Secure from anv Reprizals, from fo contemptible an 
Infect, the Beetle, who, tho’ it wanted Strength, 
did not want either Courage, or Refolution, was ab- 
folutely detcrmined to be revenged 5 and accordingly 
having carefully obferved where the Fagle built her 
Neft, found the Means to fteal up to it, in her 
Abfence, and deftroy all her Eggs. “The Eagle, 
at her Return, finding this dreadful Havock, took 
Care next Time to timber higher; but thither 
the indefatigable Beetle followed her alfo, and ferved 
her juft in the fame Manner as before ; whereupon, 
the now diftrefs'd Eagle, finding mo Security any 
where elfe, for her future Progeny, from the Per- 
fecutions of her inveterate Enenr, applied to her 
old Patron, and Proteétor, JUPITER, and prevail- 
on him to Jet her depofit her Eggs in his Lap ; 
imagining they would be /afe there, at Jeaft, from 
the Attacks and Machinations of an Adverfary, 
whom fhe now as much dreaded, as the before de- 
Spifed ; but her fubtle and inflexib'e Fue foared 
even thither al‘o, and fhewed her, that not the very 
Throne itelf is, or ought to be, a Shelter or Sanc- 
tuary for an Oppreffor ; for the refalute and artful 
Beetle, bent on the De/fruction of one, who made 
fuch an rage ag of Power, crawling up the 
Royal Robe, the Monarch, suRPRIZED at fo near 
an Appreach, from fo bumble an Inlet, flarted up 
on a fudden, regardlefs of his Charge, and fhaking 
his Vefture, threw down the Eggs, Bird and all, 
to the uttter Completion of the difconfolate Eagle's 
Ruin, and Overthrow. 

The Interpretation of this Fable is obvious. “The 
Eagle, which, as was before obferved, was deem’d /a- 
cred to Jupiter, and the Bearer of his Thunder, very 
aptly reprefents, and probably alludes to fome over- 
grown Minifter, who, intoxicated with his Great- 
nefs, and thinking himfclf /ecure pre and /upe- 
rior to, all Attacks, was guilty of the moff horrid 
Outvages, ‘Vhe humble Beetle as fignificantly figures 
out one of the meaneft of the Commonalty, whom 
the Minifler, in the Plenitude of his Power, had 
podem y abufed and oppreffed. The Commoner, 
however, being a Man of Spirit and Re/olution, 
does not fit down filent with his Wrongs, nor have 
Recourfe to womanifh Tears, and fruitle/s Com- 
alaints, but, being mfexibly bent, upon bringing the 
Oppreffor to Fufirce, attacks him firft, in the only 
Part where he was then vulnerable, namely, in the 
Perfon of fome of his Creatures, and Accomplices 
whom he projecutes fucce/sfully, at fome of the /u- 
fervor Trrbunals, and whom the Mdini/ler endeavours

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This is painted to the Lifc, in the Beetle’s happy 
Attack upon the fir? Neff, and the De/?ruction of 
the Eggs, an incomparable Symlal ot a wicked 
Statefman’s Creatures, and Favourites. Hercupon, 
the Minifter, beginning then, perhaps, to be ap- 
prehenfive tor himfelf, gets his teo indulgent Ma/- 
ter toconfer fome additional Honour upon him/elf 
and bis Agents, in Hopes this may fhelrer them from 
all farther Profecutions; but the indefatigable Com- 
moner follows him, without allowing him any Re- 
{pite, and impeaches him, with equal Succe/s, ata 
yet higher Tribunal. This is admirably detcribed 
in the Lagle’s building her jecand Ne/t higher, and the 
Beetle’s Jucce{sful Attack upon it, to the Mortifica- 
tion and Con/ujion of its Oppreffor. 

Finding no Refuge any where clfe, and reduced 
to his Wii’s End, the Minifter then has Recourfe, 
to the denier Refort of all wicked Favourites, and 
foamefully skulks behind the Throne; his Prince, 
who had been long ufled to fee only through his Eyes, 
and was as yet unapprized of his Crimes, being un- 
able to refufe him a Proteétion, which he then 
thought highly reafonable ; having been made, by 
that Sycophant, to believe, that bis Sxfferings were 
only for his Attachment to his Intereft. ‘The i- 
flexible Commoner, however, purfues him even thi- 
ther, and having found the Means, to open the Eyes of 
his Sovereign, to the Monfter’s Villzinies ; having 
likewile tired him out, by his repected Importuni- 
ties, and juft Complaints, the incenfed Monarch 
refolves to rid his Hands, at once, of all together, 
by delivering the overgrown Criminal, and his Ac- 
complices, over to the Rigour of the Law. This 
is very aptly reprefented under the Type of JuPi- 
TER’s flarting up, (as if rowz’d out ot a Lethargy) 
and Jhaking his Robe, whereby he threw down the 
Eagle, and all her Eggs, at the fame Time with 
the humble Beetle, who was then amply revenged of 
its cruel Oppreffor. 

Perhaps, were we to look into the Times, when 
this Fable was written, we might be able, te make 
avery good Guefs, at the very Adini/ter and Com- 
moner here alluded to; but, be that as it will, it 
will always afford a very ufeful Leffon, to every 
wicked Minifter, and State/man, in all Ages; and 
teach them, that, however they may flatter them- 
felves, whilft intoxicated with their Greatne/s, and 
in the Plenitude of their Power, the meaneft Ple- 
beian may, at laft, be able, to bring them to ‘fuf- 
tice, and verify the Truth, of that Saying of Horace,

FOREIGN AFFATIRS. 
ITAL Y. 

Rome, ‘July 1&8. Uponthe sith of this Month M. Gages fent 
a Detachment cf his Men to get Poffeffion of a Poft and a Well 
near Monte Artemefio, but they were repulfed by the Auftrians 
with the Lofs of forty Men Killed, and double that Number 
wounded. On the Auftrian Side there were five killed, and about 
fifteen wounded, The Spanifh and Neapolitan Armies are in 
preat Want of Water. By an Eftafette arriv’d from Civita Vec- 
chia this Evening, we hear, that three Englifh Men of War, 
three Frigats, and three Bomb Ketches, had caft Anchor Yefter- 
day in that Port, and that the remaining Part of the Squadron, 
under Commodore Long, was Icft at Leghorn to careen, after 
which they were to join him here. 

hlorence, Fuly 28. M. de Gages detach'd lately a Body of 3000 
Men, with a View of furprizing the Auftrian Magazines at Ti- 
voli, which were guarded by 500 Men only: But Prince Lobko- 
witz having got Notice of their Defign, fent a fuffioent Rein- 
forcement in Time, to prevent the Execution of it ; fo that the 
Spaniards did not think it fafe to advance farther than Arfoli. 
The Plague has again broke out at Reggio in Calabria, and has 
extended itfelf to the neighbouring Village of Palupo. é 

Genoa, Auguftt. The Troops which are on board the Car- 
tagena Squadron are faid to be intended to make a Defcent in 
the Ifland of Sardinia. They write from Madrid, that there 
was at the Havanna a Squadron of ten Ships of the Line, ready 
to return to Europe, with the Treafure from the Indies. 

Chamberry, Auguft 7. Demont is invefted, but the Accefs to 
it being extremely difficult, it's fcarcely poffible to bring Cannon 
fufficient to batter the Place. We neverthclefs flatter ourfcives, 
that we thall in a thort Time be able to furmount all Obitacles, 
and oblige it to furrender. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Auguft$. By Letters of the firft from Strafbourg, there 
is Advice, that Prince Charles has taken Pofleffion of Sabern, 
and the Paffes of Phaltebourg, from whence the Duke of Har- 
court was obliged to retire with the Detachment of 60c0 Men 
under his Command, 

Paris, Augef' 17. On the &th Inftant the King was taken ill 
of a Fever, and has fince been blooded, once in the Arm, and 
three times in the Foot. On the r4th, his Majefty reccived all 
the Sacraments, and had Leaches applied to his Temples. On 
the 1th, at Six in the Morning, the Queen fet out Poft for Lu- 
neville, im order to be nearer to receive News from the Kirg.
